— Influenza and pneumonia 


are approaching the “ epidem­ 


ic threshhold” in California’s 


largest cities, with 57 deaths 


during the first week of 1973. 
Dr. Jam es Chin, director of 
the bureau ol communicable 
diseases at the State Public 
Health Depariment, said Mon­ 
day the deaths occurred in 
the 11 
largest cities, which 
contain 30 per cent ot Califor­ 
nia's 20 million residents. 
He said the toll was well 


b e l o w 
the 
flu-pneumoma 
death rate during the first 
week of January 1969, when a 
H o n g 
Kong 
flu 
epidemic 
swept the state. 
Chin said there was no way 
of telling how many of the 
deaths were due to an out­ 
break of ihe London flu which 
has broken out in some parts 
oi the United States. 
He said deaths were highest

San Francisco. 
Both feel deeply that ade­ 
quate health care is out of fi­ 
nancial reach for low-income 
and many middle class citi­ 
zens.

Scientists no longer believe that the references 
are entirely legendarw 
Atcheologisis have proved. for exam ple, that the 
brilliant Minonn culture o' Crete suffered a series ol 
earthquakes and fires which may have caused its 
abrupt decline more than a thousand years before 
Christ. 
Si me scientists have broached the» theory that one 
of these cataclysms was a stupendous volcanic explo­ 
sion that destroyed the island of Thera, and sug- 
ea sis that this event gave rise to the legend of the 
lost continent of Atlantis.

Even though the entire world knew of the earth­ 
quake within hours and international aid l>egan ar­ 
riving in. again, a matter of hours, there continues 
to be speculation aoout what long-run effects the 
destruction of the capital < ity and the breakdown of 
normal government operations as well as normal 
lite m.ght have on the ktj-year role of the Somo/a 
fam ily. 
The current strongman. Gen. 
\nastasio Somo/a 
Debayle, may h a \e a political crisis on his hands, 
one observer com ments, when 300.000 refugees from 
Managua (out c.f a former population of 400.000), 
begin to get over their relief at having survived and 
begin to appreciate all that they have lost. 
Somo/a will, in the nature of things, get all the 
blame for the tragedy, just as he normally g e ts alt 
the credit for beneficial developments. Physical despe­ 
ration combined with long-existing political unrest 
could result in an uprising. 
Push the Managua earthquake back a few cen­ 
turies, change Nicaragua to an island with little 
contact with and no support trom neighboring com ­ 
munities or countries, and one looks differently at 
the old talcs of city-states that vanished from histo­ 
ry after suffering some natural upheaval. 
Today 
we 
understand 
the 
causes 
of 
such 
cataclysm s. We may, in not too many years, he 
able to predict them with fair accuracy and thus 
m inim ize the toll of lives. 
In the distant future, we m ay even he able to do 
something to prevent them in certain areas by encou­ 
raging the earth t orelease its crust a 1 tensions in 
frequent, sm all and undamaging quakes. 
But the earth is a dynam ic system , constantly in 
motion, and still young For as long as men contin­ 
ue to inhabit the earth, they will always Ik1 subject 
to its sudden, devastating and unpreventable geolo­ 
gical whims. 
Like the face of the eaith itself, man and all his 
works are a passing phenomenon.

This is the secret w arning 
of T urkish officials who have

The $400 million is sought to 
finance a substitute crop for 
opium and pay com pensation 
lor foreign currency losses. 
The United States has offered 
to pay a m ore realistic $33 
million. But a secret G eneral 
Accounting Office r?port de­ 
clares: 
“ A pparently the $35 
million grant is viewed (by 
the T urks) only as an initial 
paym ent and it can be ex­ 
pected th at Turkey will con 
tinue to press for increased 
U.S. contributions.’” 
The Turkish arm ed forces 
com pelled the ruling Ju stiie 
P arty to give up pow er in 
1971 and replaced it with a 
council of generals. Thereat 
ter. the m ilitary junta quickly 
approved an agreem ent with 
the United States to ban all 
opium cultivation in T urkey, 
which w as growing at least 75 
per cent of the heroin en ter­ 
ing the U nited States. 
Now the lu rk s have w arned 
A m erican officials 
that 
the 
ag reem en t m ay survive only 
as long as their m ilitary gov­ 
ernm ent. States the secret re 
port: 
“ (A m erican officials) w ere 
inform ed th at the ban on pop­ 
py grow ing was issued by the 
cu rren t m ilitary-backed gov 
ernm ent, which w as not de 
pendent on popular support.

but other officials insist he is 
honest.

The pream ble of the 
pact declares the signatories 
w ere reaffirm ing th a t “ they 
uphold the principle ot equal

F o o t b a l l people figure 
Mumphord would be the per­ 
fect pidgeon for Kilmer to 
pick on but Kilmer insists. “ I 
don’t go into a game thinking 
I’m going to try to pick on a 
certain player. 1 just try and 
see how the gam e’s going be­ 
fore 1 decide where to throw." 


Charlie W aters might be a 
bit skeptical about Kilm er’s 
comment because the Dallas 
Cowboys’ left com erback and 
his replacem ent. M ark Wash­ 
ington. w ere K ilm er’s chiet 
targets in the NFC title game 
when the Redskins' quarter­ 
back completed 14 of IS pas­ 
ses.

Ju st a couple m onths ago, C larem ont High tound itself 
placed in the top five ol the CIF football ratings. The W oltpack 
reached as high as second place in those rankings, and dipped 
no low er than eighth — even after being upset by winless 
G arey. 
Well, they’re doing it again. 
As sow*, as the grid season cam e to a close, the ’Pack still 
found itself am ong the C IF ’s elite. Not in baskctba'l or w restl­ 
ing, but In soccer. 
R eleased last w eek oy the CIF office, the lifth w-eek of ran­ 
kings finds Clarem ont sitting in the fifth spot with a 5-2 re­ 
cord. topped by South T orrance (6 1-1), Leuzinger (6-1-1), West 
T orrance (6-1) and San G abriel (5-2). 
But being ranked in the top ten is nothing new fo the Clare­ 
m ont bcoiers, since the ’Pack ended last season as the No. 2 
team in Southern California. 
In the prcseason top ten poll, as picked by all the coaches 
involved, coach Bill V ask's’ soccer team w as placed third be­ 
hind San G abriel a rd South T orrance. A m onth later, the first 
poll cam e out and it placed the ’Pack fourth — even though it 
hadn’t played a m atch at that tim e. 
Obviously, the Wolfpack is favored to easily cop the Valiev 
League title again this y ear as they did with a perfect 9-0 slate 
la at season. 
The league consists of six team s: Chino, D am ien, G ladstone, 
Pom ona, Webb and the ’Pack. 
In the preseason pick by the coaches in the Valley League, 
Webb was picked to finish second, D am ien third, Chino fourth, 
G ladstone fifth and Pomona last.

Although Pomona coach Vern Davidson doesn't particularly 
agree that his Devils will be cellar dw ellers, he does attest.
